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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The arguments to the claims presented in the 
reply filed April 11, 2008 specifying claims 1,2,5-16,18-24 and 26-46 require further consideration of the prior art and/or further search. The 
request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues 
that the claims more clearly distinguish over the De La Huerga (U.S. Publication No. 2002/0038392) and Engleson et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
5,781 ,442) references. In addition. Applicant argues that De La Huerga fails to describe allowing a caregiver to access, on a portable 
information device, information regarding tasks assigned to that caregiver that are stored in the central information system. Applicant 
argues that the system in De La Huerga is not centrally managed and therefore does not allow caregivers to access real-time tasks from a 
central information system. Examiner disagrees. De La Huerga teaches a portable information device for collecting data from the patient 
identification device and the caregiver identification device (para. 197-202) and for communicating with the central information system to 
access the patient record and the assigned tasks for the caregiver (i.e. causing the controller to transmit information set to the device 
address; claim 10). The information is entered into the controller and the controller transmits the information to the devices; the information 
contains Identification and tasks related to a caregiver (figure 4). Other indepent claims are rejected based on the same rationale. Since 
independent claims are not allowable, other dependent claims are not allowable; therefore maintain rejected. Since the After Final has not 
been entered, the remarks/arguments with respect to these changes are currently moot. 
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
